The  action  is  determined 
by  the  severity  "points"  of  the  violations  and  the  driver's  past  record. 


May  result  in  a  two-month  disqualification  of  CDL  privileges,  if  two  serious  violations 
are  committed  within  a  three-year  period,  or  a  four-month  disqualification  of  CDL 
privileges,  if  three  serious  violations  are  committed  within  a  three-year  period.
